fort Valley Reports That Prospects | 


Are Bright for an Abundant 


Crop—Trees Are Not 
Badly Hurt in Any 
Section. 


Grifin. Ga.. March 16.—(Spectal.)—The 
cold snap of last night and early .this 
morning thoroughly frightened the fruit 
growers of this section, who were much 
afraid that after all the crop for this 
season had been killed after coming 
through this far with the brightest pros- 
pects that we have had for years. 

The ground in many places had frozen 
stiff, and it was at first believed that 
the trees being full of sap and having 
commenced to bud ‘out freely, would be 
padly damaged. This would have entail- 
eda very heavy loss on this section, as 
the crop for the past few years has not 
heen anything like a paying one and the 
growers have felt it seriously. 

This morning a representative of The 
Constitution went out to see a number 
of the most prominent fruit men and was 
very glad to learn that the trees, which 
are now in a condition to be hurt badly, 
had not suffered by last night's freak of 
the weather, yet every one seemed to 
dread tonight. 

At the experiment station Captain J. 
M. Kimbrough was seen and he stated 
that the thermometer registered 30 de- 
grees early this morning, which was 
elder than during the night. He. said 
that the fruit was not injured as yet, 
though tonight might prove to be fatal 
to it. ; 
Mr. J. D. Husted, one of the largest 
growers {in this section, and a man who 
has practically made fruit a_ lifelong 
study, says that there is no damage yet, 
but, like others, he fears that tonight’s 
cold may do some damage. He says that 
the Elbertas will stand a temperature of 
4S degrees all right, or even a little lower 
in their present state, while the Alex- 
ander, Triumph and Dewey will stand it 
down to a temperature of 20 degrees. The 
givx covering the fruit bud protects it 
in its present state at the above men- 
tisned points, but if it goes lower the 
Elbertas are a total loss, though sore 
of the .untr®@d varieties may stand it a 
few degrees colder. 

Mr. S. M. Wayman agrees with Mr. 
Husted about the crop ‘being uninjured 
as yet, and is also uneasy. Apples are 
not hurt in the least, as they are not 
8 forward with their ‘blooms. Colonel 
B.N. Barrow, who owns a large orchard 
of Elbertas. says he has known them to 
sand a much Severer cold snap than 
this and he doesn't believe that they can 
be hurt. 

Mr. H. W. Hasselkus, who is probably 
tne of the best informed men on fruit 
Citure in the state, said this afternoon 
that the weather was turning cooler, but 
he did-not fear damage to the crop, as 
the wind had blown the moisture from 
the buds and they would not be likely to 
feze. He thinks that the crop could 
stand in its present condition a fall to 12 
or jd degrees, anyway, without being 
killed, a few varieties excepted. The El- 
bertas are open some, but not enough to 
hurt. 

No Damage at Fort Valley. 

Fort Valley, Ga,, March 16.—(Special.)— 
The fruit men hereabout are anxious as 
0 the results of today’s cold snap. As 
yet no material damage to the peach crop 
iS apparent. Two of the most prominent 
fruit growers of the Fort Valley Fruit 
Growers’ Association are authority for 
The Constitution correspondent in saying 
a8 yet the crop prospects have not been 
damaged in the least. 

The indications for tonight are favor- 
able. If no later frosts visit the section 
the crop of 190 will be the heaviest in 
years. If one-twentieth of the buds de- 
Velop into. peaches the trees wil) not de 
able to bear the burden of fruit. 


Safe at Forsyth. 

Forsyth, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Perienced peach growers here all agree 
that peaches were not hurt at all last 
hight and unless there is a very hard 
freeze tonight they are safe. But very 
few trees are in bloom and most of them 
te not far enough advanced to be hurt 
Seept by a very hard freeze. 

Great Damage in Texas. 
Houston, Tex., March 16.—Further_ re- 
Ports from different sections of the state 
Show much damage to the fruit crop 
from the frost which followed the snow 
of yesterday. Berries in the coast coun-

“ops, and especially grain, though the

Marietta. Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—The

; enough for water to get in them. 
Y of the most forward buds were 
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killed, but these are comparatively few 
as to the whole crop. Judge George F. 
Gober, Mr. J. G. Morris and other fruit 
men do not think the crop injured but 
little as yet. The freeze of tonight is 
feared. 
But Few Were in Bloom. 

Newnan, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—The 
cold weather last night has caused but 
little apprehension among the fruit grow- 
ers of this section. This is due to the 
fact that but a small percentage, probably 
less than 5 per cent, of the trees are in 
bloom, the late cold spells having kept 
them back. The buds are nearly all con- 
siderably swollen, ibut the experienced 
growers do not think that last night's 
freeze was severe enough to injure the 
What few were in full bloom were 
probably kilied, but it will be a couple of 
dayg before this can be ascertained. To- 
night will likely be about as severe on the 
trees as last night, still but little uneasi- 
ness is felt. . 

High Wind Kept Frost Off. 

Montezuma, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)--

till 8 o’clock today.4 However, the wind 
was high all last night, It is a great deal 
warmer this evening. <All the largest 
fruit growers of the vicinity have been 
consulted and asked for an opinion gs to 
whether their fruit was injured and they 
are unanimous in the belief that they are 
not hurt an@ it is not believed it will be 
cold enough tonight to kill them. There 
was ice in a few places last night and 
the thermometer’ stands at 40 degrees 
now. a 
! Apprehensive at iAmericus. 

Americus, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)-- 
Much apprehension is felt here tonight 
regarding the probable destruction of or- 
chards and vegetable’ gardens. This 
morning the temperature dropped _ to 
freezing point and thin ice formed in 
exposed locations. While it has been 
quite cold during the day, the weather is 
slightly warmer at this hour, though the 
opinion prevails that the temperature will 
drop decidedly before morning. Peach, 
plum and pear trees are in full bloom and 
after the heavy rain of yesterday the ten- 
der buds are more susceptible to freezing. 
Gardens here are filled with tender young 
vegetation and truckers are apprehensive. 
Many are covering the young vegetables 
as far as possible in order to protect them 
against possible freeze. 

Some Damage at Barnesville. 

Barnesville, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
The fruit crop in this section is believed 
so far to be practically uninjured. The 
cold snap of Thursday night was felt in 
a small measure and some of the trees 
that had blossomed prematurely were 
severely nipped, .but the injured trees 
were very few. S. M. Howard, the larges: 
grower here, is extremely apprehensive 
for the safety of his trees. He says his loss 
from the cold so far is insignificant, but 
he fears tonight’s results. If morning 
comes with no damage, he says, the crop 
is safe. 
e V. O. Marshburn, another large grower 
here, takes a more sanguine view of the 
situgtion. His belief is that the crop 
safe and those killed by the cold will 
only benefit the rest of the trees. A pre- 
cautionary measure the growers have 
taken is to keep big log fires burning in 
the peach and plum orchards. This has 
been done successfully here in the past. 
Generally the belief is that the crop, if 
injured, -will only be so in part and that 
a crop ’will be made under any circum- 
stances.

Not Hurt at Perry. ‘ 

Perry, Ga., March 16—(Special.)—The 
thermometer registered 31 at 6 a. m. It 
is not thought the fruit is hurt. There 
was thin ice and there will be some to- 
morrow morning. The wind blew hard 
last night and dried all the water in the 
blooms, Peaches are almost in full bloom. 
The wind is still and theré will no doubt 
be frost tonight. 

No Damage at Rome. 

Rome, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—G. H. 
Miller, president of the North Georgia 
Fruit Growers’ Association, says that the 
cold weather and slight snowfall] in this 
section has done no damage to the peach 
trees The trées were not advanced far 
enough to be injured, 

No Damage at Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
The. thermometer registered 32 degrees 
freezing point, in. Colutmbus shortly after 
sunrise this morning, the lowest record 
or the cold snap, .Thin ice was seen about 
7 o'clock, but it soon disappeared, There 
was no freeze during the night. ‘The 
peach trees and other fruit trees in this 
section were in general bloom when the 
cold wave came, but the¥e is considerable 
doubt as to whether the crop was serious- 
ly injured. The freeze was 
and was not severe and the trees had 
just begun to bloom, Forty degrees is 
tonight’s record and it is hardly. probable 
that the thermometer will touch freezing 
in the morning. 

Condition at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March .iv.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Information sent out by Associated 
Press today from this point as to the ef- 
fect of the fruit crop is misleading. Pears 
and plums, it is agreed, have been great- 
ly damaged, if not all killed, but other 
fruit has not been seriously hurt. In- 
formation received this afternoon by 
members of the Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion of this city, from Menio, Ga., 
fruit growing region, is to the effect that 
the snap up to tonight had done no dam- 
age at all. Peaches have not been dam- 
aged here very much and the berry fields 
are uninjured. If no more severe weath- 
er prevails than at present the fruit crop 


will be large.

The principal business transacted before 
the meeting of the fruit growers. this 
morning was the drawing up of a paper 
which will be presented to the railroad 
men at once, That paper asks that the 
present rates be reduced. It states that 
all the profits that are derived from the 
fruit industry in Georgia are nearly taken 
up with the freight rates. The companies 
which own refrigerator cars were also 
appealed to, asking fo. a reduction of the 
charge for using the cars. The meeting 
was held behind closed doors, but the 
above was given out by Rate Clerk Frank 
Hazelhurst. 

Some of the most_prominent fruit men 
in Georgia were attending the session. 
Among them were Colonel Dudley Hughes, 
of Danville; Judge George F. Gober, of 
Marietta; M. J. Hatcher, of Macon; Dr. 
White, of Fort Valley, and Mr. Withrop, 
of Fort Valley. 

Several of the fruit men said this morn- 
ing if they could secure a reduction in 
the freight rates it would tend to encour- 
age the industry and put more moncy 
into circulation, The fruit growers have 
requested the railroads to make a reduc- 
tion in the rates for the past ten years, 
but so far but little reduction has been 
made. A reply will probably be received 
from the railroads within the next twa 
weeks, and it will be known then what 
the rates on fruit will be. It may develop 
that if the railroads do not lower the 
rates the price of fruit will be raised by 
the growers. One of them stated this 
morning that such a thing was very likely 
and that he thought it would be the only 
thing to do. '

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‘Gainesville, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—A 
deal was closed late this afternoon by 
which the Pacolet Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Pacolet, 5S. C., secured control of 
85 acres of land on which fs located the 
famous New Holland Springs property, 
on which they will erect a $1,000,000 cotton 


mill. 

The matter has been worked very qulet- 
ly and with great care, end by the deal 
Gainesville secures one ot the biggest cot- 
ton mills in the south. The Pacolet Man- 
ufacturing Company are large cctton mill 
people, of Pacolet, S. C., and their coming 
to Gainesville is the cause of rejoicing on 
all sides among the people of this city. 
~The mill will operate 50,000 spindles, and 
will consume annually 30,40 bales of cot- 
ton. Standard sheetings will be manu- 
factured, and for export only. 

The coming of the mill means an in- 
crease of 2.000 in the population of Gaines- 
ville. One thousand four hundred opera- 
atives will be employed, and the monthly 
pay roll will amount to something like 
$15,000 or $20,000. The daily output of the 
miil will be about 12,50 yards, and the 
zoods manufactured yearly will be enough 
to circle the globe, if spread our in one 
roll, :

WILL TALK SOME 


Intimates That He Will Make a Start- 
ling Statement 


ABOUT THE POTTLE MURDER

Still Maintains His Innocence of 
Crime. 


BUT HE HELPED DISPOSE OF THE BODY 


Latest Phase of the Annexation Ques- 
tion—General News of the 
City of Macon. 


Macon, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)—Allen 
Fuller, the negro who was convicted of 
the murder of Mrs. Eugenia Hamilton 
Pottle and who is now under sentence of 
death for the crime, was seen in the jail 
this morning by a correspondent of The 
Constitution. The man said that in the 
next %ew days he would tell something 
about the crime which would startle the 
people. It will be remembered that while 
the trial was on Fuller intimated very 
strongly that he was pald money to put 
Mrs. Pottle out of the way. His lawyers 
did not allow him to bring out that point, 
however, and since then he has been si- 
lemt. He intimated as much this morn- 
ing by saying that he and old man Redd 
were not the only ones who knew about 
the killing. He told the correspondent 
that he would be ready to tell all in the 
next few days. 

Fuller still maintains that he is inno- 
cent and lays all the blame on Redd. 
Redd was not tried for murder and was 
allowed to go. He said this morning 
that he was within two feet of Redd 
when he struck the blow. He did not de- 
ny today that he helped carry the body 
to the river, as he had done before. 


Fuller also said that~.he was afraid to. 


die. Several preachers have called on 
him, but unlike other criminals, he has 
not yet arnounced that he will go to 
heaven. He seems to be more afraid 
of the noose than he does for the salva- 
tion of his squl. Hé has requested his at- 
torneys, Mesers. Dessau and Ester, 
make application to the pardon ‘hoard for 
commutation of his sentence. The man 
is very despondent, but says he will no- 
try to commit suicide as others have 
done. He is confined in a cell to himself 
and is in plain view of the gallows on 
which he fs to be hanged. It is now only 
seventeen more days before the time for 
the hanging arrives. Messrs. Dessau and 
Estes have not stated what they would 
do about the negro’s request. 

Recently there has been. considerable 
doubt as to whether Fuller really com- 
mitted the crime alone. His statement is 
a very plausible one and the evidence on 
which he was convicted was altogether 
circumstantial. Fuller says that the rea- 
son sO many negroes swore against him 
was because he always had his own way 
and would not let them run over him,

ALLEGES A TRUSTIS FORMED 


City Alleges That a Conspiracy Has 
Been Formed Which Has Cost 
Her Considerable Sum. 


the Anniston Pipe and Foundry Com- 
pany and the Howard-Harrison Iron Com- 
pany for $50,000, was filed vesterday in the 
United States court at Birmingham. The 
city alleges that a trust has been formed 
among the pipe men for the purpose of 
advancing the price of piping. 

It is also alleged that the city has 
been the victim of a conspiracy in regard 
to the bids on piping. The lowest bidder 
has always been, it appears, the Annis- 
ton company, which the city appears to 
believe was all arranged for. 

The story from Birmingham telling of 
the filing of the suit is as follows: 

“Birmingham, Ala., March 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A suit has been filed in the United 
States court here which promises to be- 
come of considerable importance. The 
city of Atlanta files suit against the An- 
niston Pipe and Foundry Company and 
the Howard-Harrison Iron Company for 
$50,000, and the case will probably go to 
the supreme court before it is concluded. 

The city of Atlanta alleges that the de- 
fendants and the Chattanooga Foundry 
and Pipe works, of Chattanooga, Tenn.; 
Dennis, Long & Co., of Louisville, Ky.; 
the South Pittsburg Pipe Company, of 
South Pittsburg, Tenn., and the Addys- 
ton Pipe and Steel Company, of Cincin- 
nati, O., were the only parties engaged 


'in the manufacture of cast iron pipe that 


had the capacity to supply the demands 
and fulfill contracts in the _ thirty-six 
States and territories which are named. 
There were two other pipe works in the 
territory, according to the bill, but they 
were not able to compete with the above 
named manufacturers and by reason of 
the unlawful conduct of the said manu- 
facturers they were practically driven out 
of the market. 

“It is alleged that the defendants and 
the other manufacturers named, with the 
intent to monopolize the trade in cast 
iron pipe and force the prices to an un- 
reasonable and exorbitant rate, and to
